ment to fix rates. It was announced some 
time ago that the pase provision of the new 
law would be brought before the Supreme 
court for a decision as to its constitutionality. 


Commission Sees Rocks Ahead. 

This question is not nearly so important 
as that in connection with the right of the 
government to decide what is a ‘just and 
reasonable rate.”’ 

The commission fully ntamecotanies that the 
moment it fixes a rate considered unjust a 
railroad will take advantage of the court re- 
view provision of the law to appeal, and if 
no relief be obtained the matter will be car- 
ried to the Supreme court. 

The commission is as anxious as the rail- 
roads that its powers be defined judicially. 
It proposes to facilitate the presentation of 
any question that may be raised to a court 
of last resort. Once a decision by that au- 
gust tribunal fs rendered, the commission 
will be able to proceed rapidly in disposing 
of complaints which have been filed. 

These complaints come from shippers in 
all sections of the country engaged in almost 
every industry. There is no doubt most of 
them ane bona fide. The commission is anx- 
fous to dispose of them as promptly as pos- 
sible. But as already indicated the proba- 
bility is that the railroads, even should the 
commission act, will decline to carry out the 
order made by that body until the Supreme 
court has acted. 


Voluntary Reductions Pleasing. 

It is a matter of satisfaction to the authori- 

ties, though, that the railroads are pursuing 
a policy intended to minimize complaints 
against them. Thousands of rates were re- 
duced voluntarily before the law went into 
effect, 5,000 being lowered on Aug. 29 alone. 
Since the operation of the law began there 
have been many other reductions. But it is 
one question to reduce a rate voluntarily and 
another to have the commission order a re- 
duction. 
When the railroads were compelled to en- 
gage in competition they made up for lower 
rates in the competitive area. by higher rates 
at other points. This practice practically 
no longer exists as a result of rate agreements 
made by railroads, which have killed com- 
petition. And it will not be revived if the 
commission can help it, for in deciding what 
is a just and reasonable rate it will take into 
consideration the conditions prevailing in the 
territory directly affected. 


Two Cent Fare Law Not Probable. 
The interstate and foreign commerce com- 
mittee of the house will begin on Tuesday 
the consideration of the Sherman bill fixing 
passenger fares at 2 cents a mile throughout 
the United States. Former Senator Faulk- 
ner of West Virginia, who fought the rail- 
road rate bill in the interest of a number of 
railroads, hase asked to be heard. The Sea- 
board Air line and some western roads also 
want to present arguments against the pas- 
sage of the measure. 

Though in New York and other eastern 
and middle states a flat rate of 2 cents would 
work no hardship on railroads, it is recog- 
nized it would be unfair to compel! some roads 
which do heavy hauling, specially in moun- 
tain ci Sn to reduce their fares to any 
such figur 

There is ‘ee likelihood the committee will 
report the Sherman bill. Indeed, there is no 
chance for the enactment of any railroad 
legislation -during the present session of 


‘congress. The disposition in both the senate 


and the house is to await the result of the 
enforcement of the law placed on the statute 
books last summer before dealing further 
with the railroad problem. 

Moreover, congress desires to have an op- 
portunity to study the reports of the numer- 
ous investigations the interstate commerce 
commission is making, which probably will 
suggest legislation for the correction of the 
évils disclosed. 


HEARING HURTS SUBSIDY BILL. 


Inquiry by Commerce Commission Les- 
sens Ohances of Favorable Action 
on Measure by Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—The 
interstate commerce commission's hearing in 
New York has had the effect of lessening the 
chances of favorable action upon the subsidy 
bill for the reason that it is well known that 
E. H. Harriman is largely interested in the 
Pacific Steamship company, which would be 
materially benefited by the passage even of 
the Grosvenor compromise measure. 

The house committee on merchant marine 

and fisheries will meet tomorrow and a re- 
newed effort will be made by the republican 
advocates of the shipping bill to reach an 
agreement. 
As the situation stands, however, there Is 
little prospect that favorable action will be 
taken upon the measure as it was passed by 
the senate last session or as modified recently 
by Representative Grosvenor, chairman of 
the committee.

HARRIMAN QUIZ~ 
TO BE RESUMED. 


Interstate Commission : Calls 
Chiefs to Learn if Compe- 
tition Was Stifled. 


HEAR CATTLEMEN TODAY. 


Complaints of Stock Shippers 


‘Against Local Switching 
Fee to Be Aired. 


The financial fabric upon which the Har- 
riman Mnes were combined having been laid 
bare, the interstate commerce commission 
proposes to discover now if this same com- 
bination hae stifled competition. Hearings 
for that purpose will be held in Chicago 
with all the members of the commission 
save Francis M. Cockrell, who is ill, pres- 
ent. The principal witnesses will be Julius 
Kruttschnitt, director of maintenance and 
operation, and J. C. stubbs, director of traf- 
fic of all the Harriman lines. 

While the investigation of the Harriman 
interests will be the chief matter brought 
before the commission in Chicago, there are 
several other matters to be considered, and 
it is probable that neither Mr. Kruttschmitt 
nor Mr. Stubbs will be summoned to appear 
before Tuesday. 

The Texas Cattle Raisers’ association and 
the representatives of the railroads whose 
rates the association claims are excessive 
will be given a hearing today. 


To Hear Tariff Protests. 


On Wednesday there will be a short hear- 
ing, at which the railroad men objecting to 
the tentative rules for filing tariff sched- 
ules outiined by the comrmussion have been 
invited to attend and discuss this matter 
with Commissioner E. E. Clark, who has 
this detail in charge. 

The hearings will be hel@ in one of the 
courtrooms in the federal building, and will 
be open. Commissioner Clark arrived Satur- 
day night, and Commissioners Martin A. 
Knapp and James 8. Harlan came from 
New York yesterday. Commissioners Prouty 
and Clements arrived from Washington in 
the evening, and held a conference with 
their fellow members at the Palmer house. 
Commissioner Franklin Lane, in company 
with Attorneys Kellogg and Severance, who 
represent the governinent in the Harriman 
investigation, will reach Chicago this morn- 
ing. 

Forecast of Harriman Inquiry. 

The line which the Harriman inquiry will 
take at the hearing here has been fairiy 
well outlined in the dispatches from New 
York. E. T. Jeffery, president of the Denver 
and Rio Grande railroad, told the commis- 
sioners, sitting in New York, that the rea- 
son for building the Western Pactfic was 
that the Union Pacific had secured the South.- 
ern Pacific, and the Gould road obtained little 
or none of the traffic it had formerly enjoyed. 
The building of the Western Pacific was 
first suggested as a means to frighten Har- 
riman into sharing the Southern Pacific's 
business with the Union Pacific, but, failing 
in this, it was completed as an active com- 
petitor for transcontinental traffic. 

It alsohas been pointed out by the testimony 
in New York that Harriman desired the IIli- 
noise Central because it connected with the 
Union Pacific at Omaha and the Southern 
Pacific at New Orleans. He also is declared 
to have said that, with the completion of 
the Panama canal, it would be of far greater 
vaiue as the north and south line from Chi- 
cago to the gulf. This road is a better unit 
to thé Harriman system than the Kansas 
City Southern, the control of which ‘he lost 
more than a year ago. 


To Probe Relations of Roads. 


The revolt against Harriman inthe Kansas 
City Southern originated with the stock- 
holders when it was discovered he was run- 
hing the road in the interests of the Southern 
and Union Pacifics, with which it connected 
at either terminus. Stuyvesant Fish, ousted 
from the presidency of the Illinois Central, 
argues that this is what will occur with Har- 
riman in control of the Illinois Central unless 
he can weld it entirely in with the other roads 
of his system. Moreover, the Illinois Central 
and the Alton, over which Harriman exer- 
cises control during alternate years, are 
parallel and competing lines over much of the 
territory each traverses, and this may be 
brought out. 


The calling of Kruttschnitt and Stubbs as Ow 


witnesses, however, doubtles@ means the 
commission proposes to go more fully into the 
exact relations between the ‘‘ four Pacifics,’’ 
over which these two men, under Harriman 
himself, exercise the greatest sway. 


Contentions of Cattlemen. 


In considering the complaints of the Texas 
cattlemen the commission will take up two 
separate matters. The first will have to do 
with the switching charge of $2 a car, which 
is the rate made by the Chicago Junction 
railway for switching cattle cars from the 
carrying line to the Union stockyards. The 
second will be the feeding in transit nate. 
Cattle from the southwest are brought to 
Chicago: by easy stages. They are first 
shipped to Indian territory, Oklahoma, or 
Kansas, where they are grass fed, and from 
there are sent to lowa or some other nearby 
state, where they are “finished ’’ on corn. 
Shippers are charged the local rate for each 
movement, and what they want is a through 
rate with a stipulated charge per car for 
reloading.

Harriman account, which now appears to 
have amounted to about 8 per cent of the 
outstanding New York Central stock. 

The plain statement that the Union Pacific 
holds about 8 per cent of the New York Cen- 
tral’s stock scarcely indicates fully the ex- 
tent of Union Pacific's voice in New York 
Central affairs. Long before Union Pacific 
bought into the New York Central large in- 
terests in that property had been acquired 
by William Rockefeller interests, and he and 
James Stillman had been elected directors of 
Néw York! Central to represent these inter- 
ests. These holdings are closely associated 
with Union Pacific holdings, and together 
they exercise an important voice in the man- 
agement of New York Central. 


Stocks Cost Road $120,000,000. 

The total cost of $108,000,000 of stocks ac- 
quired by the Union Pacific since last June is 
estimated to have amounted to about $120,- 
000,000, as most of the stocks bought com- | 
manded considerable premiums over par. 
Admittedly part of this money was borrowed; 
how much has not been brought out. 

It appears, however, from the last an- 
nual report that Union Pacific had at its 
immediate command enough to pay for the 
bulk ef stock. On June 30 last the road 
had $21,000,000 in cash, $34,000,000 in de- 
mand loans, and $75,000,000 worth of Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific stocks, a 
total of $180,000,000. 

Demand loans were practically equivalent 
to cash and a large part of the Union Pa- 
cific’s holding of the Hill stocks have since 
the close of the fiscal year been converted 
into cash. Deducting possibly $10,000,000 
cash kept in the Union Pacific treasury, and, 
gay $15,000,000 worth of Hill stocks not yet 
sold, the Union Pacific would have had atits 
command for investment purposes since last 
June upward of $100,000,000. 


HILL-HARRIMAN WAR ENDED. 


Great Northern Man to Have Entrance 
Into Portland in Return for Sim- 
ilar Favors in Seattle. 


Portland, Ore, Jan. 6.—Negotiations are 
on between Hill and Harriman over their 
differences in the northwest, which practi- 
cally have been settled. This means that 
Hill is to have unobstructed entrance into 
Portland and an opportunity to acquire ade- 
quate terminal facilities, that Harriman will 
receive similar treatment in Seattle from 
the hands of Hill, and that the railroad war 
along the north bank of the Columbia river 
probably will cease. 


HARRIMAN BETTER; MUST REST. 


Able to Go to Sunday Dinner Table, 
but Physicians Prescribe Quief 
for Week or Ten Days. 


New York, Jan. 6.—At his residence tonight 
it was said that E. H. Harriman, who under- 
went ati operation about a week ago, was, in 
the opinion of his physicians, doing well. 
He was down to dinner today. The physi- 
cians said that Harriman needed absolute 
rest for perhaps a week or ten days more. 


BIG GAIN IN ALIEN INFLUX. 


Immigration for Last Year Eclipses All 
Former Records, Total Being 
1,166,000. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—The fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1906, produced a record eclips- 
ing all former figures on the subject of immi- 
gration, according to the annual report of 
Frank Sargent, the commissioner general of 
immigration. 

During that period, the report says, the 
population of the United States was in- 
creased by the admission of 1,100,735 immi- 
grant aliens, and 65,618 nonimmigrant aliens 
entered at its ports, making the total admis- 
sions 1,166,853. Theincrease over last year’s 
record of 1,059,755 (1,026,499 aliens plus 33,256 
transits) was 106,508. 

During the fiscal year 1905 11,480 aliens were 
rejected, and during the last year 12,432 
of the immigrant allens—that is, those who 
niende ended settling inthe United States. There 

e 764,463 males and 336,272 females. 

“The tendency of immigration during the last 
few years to gather its steady increase prin- 
cipally from the countries of southern Europe 
is referred to. Without exception, the re- 
port says, the countries from which we for- 
merly obtained the greater part of our for- 
eign population, and which are inhabited by 
races nearly akin to our own, have supplied 
us with smaller numbers during the last 
year than during 1905—Ireland 17,950, Eng- 
land 15,218, Sweden 3,281, Germany 3,010, 
Denmark 1,229, and Scotland 1,lll less. On 
_ the other hand, the four most considerable 
gains are: Italy, 51,641; Russia, 40,76s; 
Greece, 8,974; and Turkey (in Europe and | 
Asia), 5,165. 

The north Atlantic and north central states, 
together, received 90 per cent of the entire 
immigration of 1906, the south 4 percent. As 
in previous years, the bulk of theimmigrants 
were destined avowedly toa few of the large 
centers of population, 374,708 cladming New 
York state, 198,681 asserted they were going

WIFE OF HARRISBURG CASHIER 
STOLEN TO STOP DIVORCE. 


Mrs. Francis Dorris Hustied Into Car- 
riage at Long Beach, Cal., and 
Driven Away Despite Her Strug- 
gles— Mother Has Self Appointed 
Guardian, and Declares Daughter 
Will Not Be Allowed to Secure Sep- 
aration. 


Long Beach, Cal., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Francis M. Dorris, wife ot the cashier of the 
Saline Trust and Savings bank of Harrisburg, 
Ill., was abducted yesterday from her board- 
ing house by her husband, Deputy Constable 
Folsom, and her mother, presumably to force 
her to drop divorce proceedings instituted in 
Illinois. Mrs. Dorris was dragged by the 
constable and Dorris from her apartments, 
bundled into @ carriage, and driven towards 


Los Angeles. 


Dorris, Deputy Constable Folsom, and a 
doctor were arrested tonight. They will ap- 
pear in court tomorrow to answer an abduc- 
tion charge. 


Mrs. Dorris was carried away in spite of 


the threats of a large crowd attracted by her 
screams. Folsom held the crowd at bay by 
showing his star and threatening it with the 
law. 

The mother of Mrs. Dorris applied for 
guardianship papers last week before Judge 
Gibbs on the ground that her daughter was 
incompetent. During the examination it 
came out that there was an estrangement be- 
tween Mrs. Dorris and her husband and that 
the wife had a suit for divorce pending in 
the east. 

Admits She Is Morphine Fiend. 

The defendant went on the witness stand 
and admitted that she was a victim of the 
morphine hebit. She declared that her moth- 
er’s application for a guardianship was solely 
for the purpose of compelling her to live 
again with her husband. 

Judge Gibbs granted the guardianship 
papers. He said that he was convinced that 
Mrs. Dorris was sane, but asserted that 
he knew of no one more competent to look 
after her than her mother. 

Mrs. Dorris positively refus€d to go with 
her mother. Since the trial she had been 
living quietly at the Glenwood apartments. 

Mrs. Dorris had been warned by her attor- 
ney that an attempt would be made to secure 
possession of her by force, and Mrs. Dorris 
has remained closely at home. 

Shortly after dinner yesterday Mrs. Pickett, 
Mrs. Dorris’ mother, called at the Glenwood, 
and with her daughter went into the parlor. 
About 2 o’clock Deputy Constable Folsom 
entered the house, and, walking into the par- 
lor, seized Mrs. Dorris by the arm and forced 
her to the door, despite her protests and 


screams. 


Husband Helps in Abduction. 


At the door she was met by her husband 
and another man. The husband seized the 
other. arm, the third man threw his overcoat 
about Mrs. Dorris’ head to stifle her screams, 
and the mother followed behind. Réaching 
the street Mrs: Dorris wa# forced into the 
carriage. 

Mrs. Pickett stated that no divorce scan- 
dal would be allowed to be attached to the 
family name, and that her daughter would 
have to return east with her husband or she 
would be placed in a sanitarium.

It is stated that one of the three richest 
men in this country, whose name is with- 
held, has offered to furnish $2,000,000 of the 
money necessary.

It has acquired large tracts of 
land contiguous to the Tennessee river, and 
has for its object the owning and maintain- 
ing of fisheries, game preserves, golf links, 
polo grounds, etc., thereby affording recrea- 
tion for its membership.

Friday night while the Etruria was plow- 
ing through heavy head seasand great waves 
were breaking over its deck, the lashing on 
the starboard anchor davits were torn loose.

The watch 
of nine men once more started forward to 
secure them, but just as they completed their 
task a huge wave swept over the bow, knock- 
ing them right and left. 

James Walker, able seaman, was swept 
the full length of the forecastle deck. He 
struck squarely on the rail at the foot of 
the stairs and his spine was broken. Others 
of the crew rushed to the forecastle deck, 
which they found strewn with unconscious 
men, 

Baby Born in Tempest. 

When the storm wag at its height a girl was 
born in the steerage. The mother is Mrs. 
Jacob Goldstein and after a collection 
amounting to $50 hed been taken up among 
the cabin passengers, the baby was christ- 
ened Rachael Etruria Goldstein. 

During the greater part of the voyage the 
passengers were kept below and none of them 
knew that a death had occurred until they 
were summoned by Capt. Potter to attend 
the burial eervices for Walker at noon on 
Saturday. Capt. Potter said today that never 
during his many years as a seaman had he 
experienced such rough weather. 


Three Cutters Seek Missing Ship. 

Following the Mohawk, which left this port 
yesterday, Secretary Shaw has ordered out 
two additional revenue cutters in search of 
the steamer Ponce of the New York & Porto 
Rico Steamship company, now seven days 
overdue from San Juan. The Seminole was 
started out from Charleston, 8. C., and the 
Algonquin from Porto Rico. The three rev- 
enue cutters will make a search of the entire 
route of the steamship. 

The missing steamer Ponce was gafe and 
proceeding toward New York two days after 
leaving Ponce, according to Capt. Chapman 
of the big sailing ship Shenandoah, which ar- 
rived today from Port Blakely.

Placing handker- 
chiefs before their faces, the mem opened the 
door into a bedroom on the ground floor, 
where they found the bodies of Devino, his 
wife, and the two youngest children. Up- 
stairs two children, Isabell and Madeline, 
were also found dead in their bed. 

The Devino house is not connected with 
the gas main, but as the odor was noticeable 
about the closets and sink drains, it was be- 
lieved today that the gas came from a break 
in the main and entered the house through 
the sewer connection.

Overseer of Zion Withdraws Objection

Mr. Shurtleff refused to hagard a guese as 
to the probable length of the session, saying 
his private business affairs had taken up so 
much of his time of late that he had given 
the matter little thought, and was not at all 
familiar with recent developments. 


Deneen Leaves for Chicago. 

After putting the finishing touches on his 
message to the general assembly. Gov. De- 
neen left at midnight for Chicago. The ex- 
ecutive is subpoenaed to testify tomorrow in 
the Shea bribery case. 

“T really have nothing to say.” remarked 
the governor shortly before his departure.

INCREASE JN DEATH RATE 
LAID TO WEATHERCONDITIONS 


December, 1906, Third in Rank for 
Last Decade— Average for First 
Week of January High. 


With 2,678 deaths from all causes Decem- 
ber, 1906; with but two exceptions, exceeded 
the city’s mortality rate for a decade. The 
annual rate on the figures for the month is 
given in the health department’s weekly bul- 
letin as 15.30 a thousand. The average De- 
cember rate of the decade was 15.01. The 
highest previous December rates during the 
ten years 1896-1905 were 16.91 in 1902 and 
18.31 in 1908. 

The devitalizing weather conditions are re- 
sponsible for this excess over the average. 
The temperatures were generally above the 
normal, the excess for the month being 107 
degrees. Precipitation and humidity were 
above the normal. 

The results are seen in the increased 
deaths from chronic diseases and from bron- 
chitis and pneumonia among the acute dis- 
eases, as well as in the distressing increase 
of the germ: diseases, including influenza. 

The chief causes of death were pneumonia, 
consumption, and heart disease, the number 
attributed to these diseases being respective- 
ly 450, 264, and 227. Thirty-four persons com- 
mitted suicide, and 179 were victims of vio- 
lence. 

For the week ended Saturday there were 
673 deaths, pneumonia taking first rank with 
137. There were 4 suicides and 58 deaths 
from violence. The rate for the week was 
16.65.

Summary Courts Martial Through- 
out Empire to Deal with 
Grave Issues. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ST. PHTERSBURG, Jam. 6.—The most im- 
portant imperial decision since the dissolu- 
tion of the duma has now peen taken after 
a series of conferences at Tsarskoe Selo. it 
separates entirely the question of imperial 
defense from all branches of internel pol- 
itios. The czar, with the approval of the 
grané ducal advisers and military authori- 
ties, including Gen. Kuropatkin, becomes 
personal president of the council of imperial 
defenee, and both the ministers of war and 
marine cease to have a separate existence. 


Threatens Sensational Sequel. 

Tt ia the immediate significance of the great 
change rather than its effect on Russia's gen- 
eral policy that threatens to have sensational 
soquel The paramount fact in the practi- 
cal application of the policy of M. Stolypin, 
minister of the interior, is the existence of 
summary courts martial throughout the em- 
pira The judgments at these courte like the 
composition are exclusively military. Ben- 
tences are presented neither to the minister 
of the interfor nor to the minister of justice 
for indorsement, much less to the czar. They 
are confirmed solely by military commanders 
of the districts where the trials are held. 

By the removal of the entire military sys- 
tem from the scope of the duma’s authority 
the czar definitely forbids the coming duma 
from raisi the question of political courts 
martial, on which the mass of the people feel 
with a tenfold deeper passion than they did 
on amnesty, which the first duma so persist- 
ently demanded. 


Acute Crisis Is 

It is evident that the direct effect of re- 
moving the army and navy from the com- 
petence of the duma’‘s interpellations by 
ending the existence of the ministers of war 
and marine, who should, under fundamental 
laws, furnish explanations in the duma when 
invited, will be to cause an acute crisis im- 
mediately upon the assemblage of the next 
duma. 

The czar’s decision illustrates the con<in- 
ued reliance on the armed forces of the 
crown, and not on political reformers. Oon- 
current with this decision there will be ap- 
proved further measures promising removal 
of local restrictions on peasants, but it is 
the exclusion of the duma from al! access 
to the question of the army that arouses 
— forebodings of the active politica] 
worl 


WAR LIKELY IN COMMERCIAL 
MEN’S ANNUAL CONVENTION. 


« 
Dissatisfied Members Preparing to Pro- 
test Against Power Given to Secre- 
tary Through Proxy Votes. 


Dissatisfaction with the present proxy sys- 
tem of voting and controlling elections of offi- 
cers and directors in the Illinols Commercial 
Men’s association was expressed in a state- 
mena just issued by a committee of members 
appointed at a protest meeting recently held 
at the Briggs house. 

The statement was issued in reply to Secre- 
tary Richard Cavenaugh’'s declaration made 
a week ago that the “‘disturbers in the asso- 
clation are malicious self-seekers who lack 
the support of the vast majority of the mem- 
bership.”’ 

When the annual convention meets next 
Saturday, a fight probably will center around 
a provosition to abolish proxy voting, by 
giving only members who attend the conven- 
tion the right to vote. 

Another reform demanded by the protest- 
ing members is that Secretary Cavenaugh 
shall be compelled to furnish a list of the 
membership upon demand of any member of 
the organization. At present, it is declared, 
this is denied to all but the members of the 
board of directors. It is pointed out that 
it is impossible under the present.régime to 
agitate any reforms by reason of the fact 
that the membership list is kept a ‘‘ dark 
secret ’’ from all members not on the board of 
directors. 

The protest Is signed by Will T. Stewart of 
W. M. Hoyt company, W. C. Fox, C. P. 
Taylor, Thomas McGrath, H. 8S. Merritt, and 
James S. Keller. 

‘*We are going to start a campaign of 
education against this proxy vote power of 
Secretary Cavenaugh,’’ said Mr. Stewart. 
‘‘Cavenaugh has got the czar beat a thousand 
miles. 

‘* The fight will start in the convention next 
Saturday. If a man is not sufficiently inter- 
ested in the association to attend the conven- 
tion, or at least make inquiries as to the 
state of affairs, he should not have a vote.”’ 

Secretary Cavenaugh denied that he had 
tried to control the association through a 
large proxy vote. 

“Two years ago I sent out a circular to 
every member asking that no proxy be sent 
to me in the future without instructions as to 
how to use it,’’ he said. ‘‘ That ought to show 
that I have done my best to avoid the charge 
of arrogating power to myself.’’. 


Demand More Wages for Smeltermen,. 


Great Falls, Mont., Jan. 6.—By a vote of 3 to 1 
the local Mill and Smeltermen’s union has decided 
to make a demand on the management of the 
Boston and Montana smelter for an increase of 50 
cents a day for all employés who work on change 
shifts tn the various departments. The men are 


receiving $3 a day. Three thousand men are af- d 
fected. 


RAISULT IN A ROU! A ROUT FLERS, | 


STRONGHOLD OF BANDIT CHIEF 
DESTROYED BY OPPONENTS. 


Zinat VirtuaHy 
and Occupied by Troops of Sultan 
After a Brief but Almost Bloodless 
Combat — Moorish Gunners Show 
Utter Incapacity in Handling Their 
Artillery—Government Forces Pil- 
lage Place, Securing Much Booty. 


TANGIER, Jan. 6.—Zinat, Raisuli’s strong- 
hold, virtually was destroyed by fire and fell 
into the hands of the troops of the sultan at 
noon today after a short and almost bloodless 
fight. Raisuli and his 700 followers eluded 
capture and reached the mountains, despite 
the elaborate plans of the war minister to 
prevent their escape. 

No firing took place last night, but at 10 
o'clock this morning the artillery, under com- 
mand of an Algerian native lieutenant whom 
the French authoritiés permitted to partici- 
pate in the battle on request of the war min- 
ister, opened on the town. The Moorish gun- 
ners showed utter incapacity in handling 
their guns and the infantry fired haphazard. 
Two shells dropped inside the fastness with- 
out reply, and thereupon a body of the sul- 
tan’s troops charg shouting, and reached 
the walls amid desultory shots from the 
surrounding brush. 


Fire on Fleeing Force. 

The gates to the town were found to be 
open, but there were no occupants of the 
place except fifteen prisoners, 
among whom were four Portuguese. 

A detachment of the governmem troops 
eontinued firing in the direction of the moun- 
taine where Raisuli and his followers were 
observed fleeing. 

Meanwhile the other government troops 
pill the stronghold, securing consider- 
able booty in the shape of costly carpets, 
arms, cattle, and sheep. 

No fatalities in the fighting today are re- 
ported, though a few persons on both sides 
were wounded. It is thought probable that 
the Rasulites carried off their dead. 


Will Move Against Pretender. 

The minister of war, who has not left 
Tangier during the operations, it is expected 
will next move against the pretender to the 
throne, Mulai Mohammed, a brother of the 
sultan, from whose followers there have 
been many defections recently. 

The Spanish officers of the international 
police created by the Algeciras convention 
have arrived here and will take up their 
duties at the end of the month. 


IRELAND’S SERMON STIRS PARIS 


Views on Religious Strife in France 
Cause Different Opinions by 


Opposing Papers.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Jan. 6—Archbishop Ireland's ser- 
mon on the French situation has been largely 
published here. The Temps and Journal des 
Debats both comment upon it this evening. 
While these papers hold different beliefs on 
the church question, both indorse Archbishop 
Treland’s clearness in grasping and pointing 
out a common French defect, namely: failure 
to understand and therefore failure to attain 
liberty becaaise the people are dominated as 
in monarchical times by the idea of the 
omnipotence of the state. The Temps says: 

“Archbishop Ireland has laid his finger on 
one of our national sores, the absolutist prin- 
ciple, now exercised only in another sense. 
Loule XIV. employed his power to extirpate 
heresy. The anti-clericals, today his suc- 
cessors, employ it to destroy religion. It is 
exactly the same abuse—namely: the state’s 
power is put at the service of the religious 
or philosophic opinions of those who would 
hold back, and the liberty of the individual 
belief is oppressed by the weight of a doc- 
trinaire state.’’ 

It adds that France never will know true 
liberty until that state and people understand 
that going or not going to mass is . matter 
of comscience, with which the eevenemnent 
has nothing whatever todo. The whole mat- 
ter lies in the education of the French peo- 
ple. Catholics and republicans must ac- 
quire this point of view, and they soon would 
if the French had more prelates of Arch- 
bishop Ireland’s liberality. 

The Journal des Debats refers to Arch- 
bishop Ireland’s ready perception of the great 
flaw in French public life and says that un- 
fortunately there being a small number of 
citizens having the taste or having the sense 
of liberty, the parties in power always en- 
courage this action. It adds: 

“There has been an attempt to separate 
church and state, but separation which in 
the United States means liberty signifies 
servitude in a country where the state tol- 
erates no rival.”’

Wife of Russian General, Ouchakoff, 
Is Seeking Employment as 
a Servant. 


MPLBOURNE, Jan. 6.—Lieut. Gabriel Essi- 
poff and Mme. Ouchakoff, wife of Gen. Oucha- 
koff of the Russian army, who eloped last 
year and were followed to the United States 
and back to Europe by Gen. Ouchakoff, are 
here in the deepest poverty. Their trinkets 
have been pledged to raise money. Mme. 
Ouchakoff is seeking employment as a do- 
mestic, while the lieutenant complains of 
lack of comforts and talks of committing 
suicide, Mme. Ouchakoff offers to agree to 
a divorce and to surrender her right to a 
fortune of $250,000 which will be hers on the 
death of her mother, She then would marry 
Lieut. Essipoff.

English Revivalist Draws 4,000 
to Auditorium Theater; Many 
Listen to Torrey. 


A “season of evangelism” is upon Chi- 
ego.

Record Crowd at Theater. 

Four thousand persons made their way into 
the Auditorium theater, where the Smith 
meeting was held, in the ten minutes between 
2-30 and 2:40 o'clock. They filled every seat 
op the floor, galleries, and stage, and then 
poured into the aisles until the obdurate at- 
tendants compelled them, almost by force, 


te retire. 


During the next half hour 56,000 more 


thronged Congress street and Wabash ave- 
nue, besieging the policemen at the closed 
entrances and begging for admission at the 
stage doors. Finally, dG@iscouraged, they 
turned away and dispersed. . it was probably 
the largest crowd that has ever sought ad- 
maittance at 2 Chicago theater. 

The mecting had not been widely adver- 
tised. Only through modest piacards in a 
few store windows and announcements from 
a gumber of the city pulpits did the public 
knowofit. But such was the religious con- 
tagion aroused by recent evangelistic serv- 
joes that the crowd exceededall expectationa. 


"A City Steeped in Sin.” 

While the crowd was getting settied the 
Gboir sang gospel songs, and then the serv- 
ice Was opened with a prayer by the Rev. 
‘Frank W. Gunsaulus. 

“We bring thee our city steeped in sin,” 
he said, “our churches dormant and inac- 
tive, concerned with the things of this world. 
Take them, Lord, and work a miracle!” 

So great was the emotional tension that 
when, at the very beginning of the service, 
the Central church quartet sang “ Softly 
and Tenderly Jesus Is Calling,” sobs and the 
clearing of throats were heard everywhere 
in the audience. At the close of * Gipsy ” 

-Bmith’s sermon hundreds were in tears. 


Corn Chest of Your Soul. 

“You have been blinded,"’ said the evan- 
gelist, as he began, “ by the god of this world, 
taken up with the things you can see and 
teuch, trying to make a corn chest of your 
psoul—«e. safe of your eternalinterests. Where 
are you? And whereis Jesus? There isa lost 
Christ today in Chicago! 

“Churchgoing with a multitude of folks 
nowadays is a sign of good breeding—a func- 
tion of the social order. * We must go once 
a day. anyway!” Oncers! That's what you 
ere! You're so spiritually constructed that 
ope meal a week is enough for you!” 


“Calm,” but Many Sob. 

Vnlike many evangelists, “ the gypsy ” did 
mot use emotional methods in his pleading 
fer converts. ‘“‘ We're not excited,”’ he said 
“We're calm; we're collected.” But a quar- 
ter of the audience was sobbing. 

When he had finished his pleading, “* the 


@ypey” fell to his knees on the stage and 


prayec: 

“O, God,” he said, “ save this city! Lord 
God, during the next two weeks shake Chi- 
cago!” 

“ Amen!” came a roar from the audience. 
Then. with set faces, the crowd filed into the 


street. 


Torrey Scores Chicago Employers. 

Evangelist Torrey in his meetings in 
Moody Methodist Episcopal church, scored 
the rich and grasping employers of Chicago 
last night before an audience which more 
than taxed the capacity of the auditorium. 

“Let not any offyou think that the ac- 


‘eeptance of the Christian religion does not 


demand great sacrifices,” said Dr. Torrey. 
“There are men among you, employers of 
thousands of Chicago people, who are grind- 
ing down on the poor, oversvorking and un-

MES. THOMAS DENOUNCES VIVI- 
SECTION ORDINANCE. 


Calis on Public to at Once Take Steps 
to Prevent Passage of Measure by 
Ceunctl — Says Scientists’ Practice 
Is Relic of Barbarism, Brutalizing 
to Students, Debasing to Phy- 
sicians, and Even a Menace to Hu- 
man Life. 


The strongest appeal that hes been made 
yet for the defeat of the ordinance which 
provides for the turning over of impounded 
dogs for the laboratory work of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago was made by Mrs. : 
Thomes yesterday. While Mayor Dunne is 
considering returning the measure to the 
council for amendment providing that the 
animals shall not be subject to vivisection 
without edministration of aneesthetica, Mrs. 
Thomas urges immediate action to kill the 
ordinance in ite entirety. 

As president of the Anti-Cruefty society, 
Mrs. Thomas issued in the name of the or- 
ganization the appeal, which in part is as 
follows: 

“| appeal to every man and woman in Chi- 
cago who owns or loves a dog to join with 
the society to stop the disgraceful ordinance 
before it is too late. Yes, I mean you—you, 
who at this moment read these lines with 
your faithful household guardians sleeping 
peacefully at your feet, trusting and believ- 
ing implicitly in your protecting power and 
love, Do you realize the danger that this 
ordinance will bring directly home to your 
own dog—the devoted creature who is the 
playmate of your children, the watchman 
of your home, whose love and intelligence 
have made him almost like a human mem- 
ber of your family? 

“ Suppose some sunny day he strays out 
through the open door to look at the world 
for a few moments from your sidewalk. At 
this moment the dog catcher drives by with 
hig wagon and cries: ‘ Aha! A fine dog with- 
out a muzzie! Here ismy chance!’ Straight- 
way @ wire noose is flung over his neck and, 
strangling in its tightening clutch, the dog 
is swung to and fro until enough momentum 
is gaingd te throw him pelimell imto the 
wagon among the previous catches of the 
morning—all fighting and biting together. 


Pictures Long Torture. 

“ He is taken to the pound and presently 
sent to the noble scientista, where he may be 
strapped to the dissecting table and cut open 
in order that a gaping class may see a living, 
beating heart. If this does not kill him he 
may be skillfully nursed until the wound is 
healed and then put into the hands of the 
professors for their ‘more scientific’ oper- 
ations. 

“ These torture loving men will cut out the 
eyes that were wont to appeal to you in joy 
or grief, amputate the tongue that licked 
your hand in love, destroy the nerves of hear- 
ing and smell that were ever alert to guard 
your home, and starve the pet for a timethat 
they may learn if pure instinct will lead him 
toward food. 

‘ You would hardly recognize your beloved 
pet; but the good professors have discovered 
comething scientific; but before the great 
discovery can be accepted as proven a great 
many more dogs, cats, and other living 
creatures, perhaps even a child or two, if 
the professors have luck, must be sacrificed. 


Animal May Be Starved. 

“Even after all this it is not certain that 
your dog will be allowed to end his sufferings 
with death, as there is still plenty of him 
that can be cut out or amputated. If he 
does not die from the torture he can always 
be starved to death to demonstrate how long 
he can go without any food whatever. 

* This account is not exaggerated. Every 
item of it has come to me at first hand from 
then who actually have taken part in such 
experiments, It is not only barbarity to the 
victims, but also it is brutalizing and debas- 
ing to the physicians, the men in whose hands 
we must place the lives and health of those 
dearest to us.”

WOMAN PLEADS FOR DOGS. | 


MRS. THOMAS DENOUNCES VIVI- 
SECTION ORDINANCE, 


Calls on Public to at Once Take Steps 
to Prevent Passage of Measure by 
Council — Says Scientists’ Practice 
Is Relic of Barbarism, Brutalizing 
to Students, Debasing to Phy- 
sicians, and E’'ven a Menace to Hu- 
man Life. 


The strongest appeal that has been made 
yet for the defeat of the ordinance which 
provides for the turning over of impounded 
dogs for the labordtory work of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago was made by Mrs. Theodore 
Thomas yesterday. While Mayor Dunne is 
considering returning the measure to the 
council for amendment providing that the 
animals shall not be subject to vivisection 
without edministration of anvesthetics, Mrs. 
Thomas urges immediate action to kill the 
ordinance in its entirety. 

As president of the Anti-Cruelty society, 
Mrs. Thomas issued in the name of the or- 
ganization the appeal, which in part is as 
follows: 

“IT appeal to every man and woman in Chi- 
cago who owns or loves a dog to join with 
the society to stop the disgraceful ordinance 
before it is too late. Yes, I mean you—you, 
who at this moment read these lines with 
your faithful household guardians sleeping 
peacefully at your feet, trusting and believ- 
ing implicitly in your protecting power and 
love, Do you realize the danger that this 
ordinance will bring directly home to your 
own dog—the devoted creature who is the 
playmate of your children, the watchman 
of your home, whose love and intelligence 
have made him almost like a human mem- 
ber of your family?

Should House Municipal Courtse— 


Departmental Functions Ought to 
Be Placed Closer to the Taxpayers 
im Different Sides of Town — Ex- 
ecutive May Veto Hotel Ordinance 
on Showing of Opponents, 


A plan to decentralize many of the execu- 


‘tive functions of the municipal government 


in the interest of greater popular conven- 
lence is to be broached by Mayor Dunne to 
the city council’s finance committee in con- 
nection with the new city hall project. The 
general question of the city’s authority to 
erect a new structure on the present site 
will come before the council this evening. 

The mayor made known yesterday the 
plan he has conceived for facilitating the 
transaction of business between citizens and 
the city government, and for the econo- 
mizing of space in the new city hall. 

Briefly stated the scheme is to establish 
centrally located bureaus on the north, 
south, and west sides, and in South Chicago 
for the collection of water rates, and licens- 
es, and the administration of the health, 
building, and similar departments. The city 
hall would be designed for the Municipal 
courts, the mayor, council, and heads of 
departments. 


Focus on City Hall Soon. 

The movement for a new city hall will come 
to a foous in the finance committee within 
the next few weeks. The council will receive 
tonight the report of Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Tuley’s opinion that the city can se- 
cure a good title to the present site through 
a carefully safeguarded contract with the 
county board. The city then could contract 
with a responsible bidder for the erection 
of the building, payment to be made on the 
instalment plan. 

If the council decides to tear down the pres- 
ent building this year the mayor will urge 
the establishment of the outlying municipal 
bureaus at once. In that cage it is likely 
the Kesner building would be used to house 
the mayor’s office, council, and heads of de- 
partments, while the Municipal courts would 
be installed in the top floors of the new coun- 
ty building pending the completion of the city 
structure. 

City Courts in New Hall 

“TI believe the new city hall should be built 
primarily for the Municipal courts,"’ said the 
mayor. “All of the litigation of the city ex- 
cept that provided for in the outlying Munic- 
ipal courts ought to be centrally located. 
The state courts will be so located and the 
convenience of the people g@emands that the 
city courts should be established in the same 
locality, preferably’ in the new city hall. 

“The convenience of the people would be 
served further by the establishment of bu- 
reaus in different parts of the city. I am 
inclined to think that police stations in the 
future ought to be built with a view to 
housing such substations of the municipal 
government. 

* Outside of the Municipal courts the city 
hal) should contain only the mayor’s office, 
the council chamber, the police, fire, con- 
troller’s, and other principal executive head- 
quarters.”’ 

Takes Up Hotel Question. 

The mayor will confer today with the chief 
of police on the merits of the hotel licensing 
ordinance, which he is inclined to veto to- 
night. He has been greatly impressed by the 
arguments which the hotel proprietors have 
made against the measure. 

“The hotel men say, with considerable 
justice,’”’ said the mayor, “ that the ordinance 
is too drastic. They show how an irresponsi- 
ble barkeeper in the hotel might keep open 
five minutes after the closing hour, or he 
might sell drinks on Sunday, and for two such 
convictions the mayor would be compelled 
to revoke the license: Then the proprietor 
could not resume business for two years.”’ 

The mayor was particularly impressed by 
the possibility under the proposed ordinance 
of being compelled to enforce the Sunday 
closing law in hotels. 


DEFENDS HIS RELIGIOUS FAITH. 


Father T. E. Sherman Begins Series of 
Lectures on the Doctrines of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 


A series of lectures on ‘‘ The Philogophy of 
Religion "’ was’ begun last evening by the 
Rev. T. E. Sherman, 8. J., at the Holy Family 
Catholic church, West Twelfth and May 
streets. Ten lectures will be given on Sun- 
days and Wednesdays alternately, the course 
ending on Feb. 6. 

The subject of the first address was ‘‘ The 
Soul’s Bridegroom.” The lecturer defended 
the fundamental doctrines of the Roman 
Catholic faith and attacked those arguments 
of science and philosophy which disregard 
those doctrines. 

At the close of the lecture the speaker an- 
swered a group of questions which had been 
deposited in a question box by members of 
the church.
